BBUSSEI^ Jan. 16.—A letter has been 
received here from Henry M. Stanley, 
written on August 17th, to Tippo Tib. 
The letter is dated from Boma of Ban- 
alya Muretia. 
It was brought by a 
messenger to Stanley Falls and sent 
from there to the coast, and arrived 
here last night by post. 


This letter is the only one from Stan- 
ley that has reached the coiist as yet. 
The remainder of Stanley's 
letters, 
which were brought from him by mes- 
sengers, remain at Stanley Falls and 
will not arrive in Europe for two or 
three months. 
In the letter Stanley 
says that he and his expedition are in 
good health. 


He writes: "I hope to see you face 
to face before may days. I reached 
this place this morning, with one hun- 
dred and thirty Wangwana, and three 
soldiers, and sixty-six natives belonging 
to Emin Pasha's forces. 


"It is now eighty-two days since I 
left Emin on Lake Nyanza. I have lost 
only three men on all the way. Two 
were drowned and one deserted. 
I 
found the white men who were looking 
for Emin Pasha quite well. The other 
white man, Casati, is also safe and well. 


"Emin has ivory in abundance and 
plenty of food of all kinds. I found 
him a very good and kind man. 
His 
soldiers and followers blessed our black 
men for their kindness in coming so far 
to show them the way out 
of the 
province. Many of them were quite 
ready and desirous of following me out 
of the country, but I asked them to re- 
main quiet for a few months and said 
that I might return and bring other men' 
to fetch the goods left at Yambringa. 


"Emin's men jjrayed God that he 
would give me strength to finish the 
work that I had undertaken. 


"Now, my friend, what are you going 
to do in the matter. We have gone over 
the road to Emin twice and know it 
well. 
We know where the camjiing 
places are and just where to find sleep 
and rest. 
If you will go with me it is 
well. 


"I will stay here for ten days and 
then will proceed slowly. 
We will 
move hence to a big island, two hours' 
march from here. 
It is above this 
place and here are plenty of shelter and 
food. Now, whatever you may have to 
say to me, my ears wiU be open to hear 
it, with as good a heart as I have always 
had. 
Therefore, if you come, come 
quickly, for on the eleventh morning 
from this I shall move on. 
All my 
white men ai-e well, but I left them all 
behind, except my servant, who is with 
me.

SAH JOSE DE COSTA RICA, J a n . 
16.— 
At 450, a. m., December 30, the se- 
verest earthquake 
experience since 
1862, was felt throughout the republic 
of Costa Bica. In San Jose, both the 
national capitol and magiiificent cathe- 
dral, fronting the public square, which 
required ten years of labor to erect, at 
an e:q)enditnre of $1,000.000, are in 
ruins. The*presidential palace, city 
hall, national postoffice, and a dozen 
other buildings were almost wrecked. 


Advices from surrounding cities re- 
port the shook even more severe and 
bring accounts of loss of both life and 
property. Kie latest estimate of the 
damage throughout the county exceeds 
$500,000. The volcano so suddenly be- 
coming active is the Poas, located some 
twenty-eight miles northwest of this 
place, at an altitu^ of 8,895 feet from 
the 
sea. 
It 
had 
been 
sleeping 
for 
years, 
and 
only 
a 
couple 
of 
weeks 
since 
a 
party 
of 
explorers, after a visit there, reported 
the crater entirely filled up. 
But now 
it has broken out with all its fury anew 
in another place, half mile distant from 
the original mouth. An average of three 
slight shocks have been felt daily since 
the first. 


Business in this city is suspended, 
houses are deserted and the entire popu- 
lation are .living and sleeping under 
tents in the streets or public squares, in 
expectancy of another shock even more 
severe and destructive than the first.

Tlie Court Inflict« No Pnnislunent on 
H i m for Contempt «f Court— 
Ottaer Foreii^n New«. 


LONI>ON, Jan. 16.—At the opening of 
the Pamell commission this morning. 
Presiding Justice Hannen rendered a 
decision in the case of Mr. O'Brien, who 
was charged with contempt of court on 
account of an article in United Ireland. 


Justice Hannen said that the court 
conceded that Mr. O'Brien had not in- 
tended any disrespect to the court, 
therefore he would inflict no punish- 
ment upon him.

Fxoviaes that aU tmsts, 
pools, contracta, arrangements, agree- 
ments or comtnnations now existing or 
hereafter made between persons or cor- 
porations, or betwera any pcwson or 
persons and one or more craporations, 
made with a view, or which tend to pre- 
Tent fall and free competition in the 
production, manufacture or sale of any 
article of growth, production or mann 
facture, on which are designed or tend 
to fix, r^;nlate, limit or reduce the 
production, mannfacture, or sale, or to 
fix, r^;ulato, or i n c r e ^ the price of any 
article of growth, prodnction, or manu- 
facture, or which in any way tend to 
create a monopoly, are against public 
policy and void. 


SECTION 2. Fixes the p e ^ t y for 
violation of the act by a fine of not lees 
than «1,000 and imprisoiment. 


SECTION 3. Makes all persons or cor- 
porations concerned in any such trans- 
actions liable as partners for the debts 
and liabilities of every person or cor- 
poration that is connected therewith. 


SECTION 4. Provides that every cor- 
poration that shall become, ot continue 
a member of any such trust or pool, 
shall forfeit its chartei:, and makes it the 
duty of the prosecuting attorney to 
bring suit to have such 
corporation 


wound up. 
^Section 5. Makes it lawful to plead 
in for or abatement of any action 
brought in any court in this state that 
the plaintiff is a member, or that the 
cause of action grew out of a transaction 
connected with such trust or pool. 


SECTION 6. Provides that any person 
or corporation injured by such trust or 
pool, may recover double the amount of 
damages suffered by such person or cor- 
poration. 


SECTION 7. Relates to the means of 
procuring testimony in relation to such 
trusts and pools. 


Senator Barrett also introduced a biU 
to authorize the election of commission 
ers of the supreme court, and 
also 
to amend an act to maintain the school 
for feeble minded youth. 


Senator 
Hayden introduced a bill 
amending the aet providing for a change 
of venue. 


Mr. Hayden also introduced a meas- 
ure to amend an act fixing the salaries 
of judges. 


Several bills providing for a supreme 
court 
commission 
were 
introduced 
Senator Howard offered a measure pro- 
posing to make 
W. C. Niblack, 
W. J. Howk, 
John R. Coffroth 
Allen 
Zollars and Mortimer Nye 
members of the commission, while Sena- 
tor Johnson offered a bill providing for 
the appointment of the members of the 
commission by the supreme 
court. 
Senator Jackson's biU provided that 
they should be elected by the general 
assembly on the third day after the en 
actment of the law. 


Representative 
Shambaugh 
intro- 
duced a bill dividing the twenty-sixth 
judicial circuit and another limiting the 
sale of drugs and chemicals to licensed 
pharmacists. 


This bill provides a penalty of from 
«5 to 850 for adulterating such necessi- 
ties of life as essence of peppermint and 
arnica. 
Any one not a registered phar- 
macist or employing a person not r ^ s - 
tered may be fined from «5 to «50. 


Mr. Oppenheim, of Allen and Hunt- 
ington, introduced a bill providing that 
in the payment of bank obligations, 
ete., tyro additional holidays be legal- 
ized, Decoration day and Washington's 
birthday.

WEIGHING THE MAIL. 


The weighing of the mails, as insti- 
tuted 
semi-annually by the govern- 
ment, was commenced yesterday and 
will continue for one month. 
During 
this time all mails carried on all roads 
in the United States will be carefully 
weighed as a basis for government con- 
tract with the railroad companies for the 
hauling of the mails. 
The method of 
weighing the immense amount of mail 
matter which is in transit over the conn- 
tiy each day is very thorough. 


The special agents sent out by the 
government devote themselves wholly to 
this work. 
They are famished with 
blanks on Which are complete lists of 
stations along the varionB lines, and at 
each 
station all mail received and 
thrown oat is carefully weighed, and the 
weight placed ou the blitnk, no matter 
if not over five pounds.

From ramote times the precious eora) 
of the Mediterranean has been highlj 
prized for jewelry, but the French con- 
sul at L ^ h o m reports that the coral 
industry has greatly declined in Italj 
during the past few years. 
This is at- 
tributed to tiie discovery, in 1880, of a 
large supply of the raw material af 
Sciacca, Sicily, which caused a fall is 
prices. 
The export from Leghorn was 
valued at 11,298,400 fra^ics in 1883, but 
it amounted to only 3,104,600 francs in 
1886, the quantity being 40 per cent, 
greater. 
The best worked coral, how 
ever, is still dear, a perfect dark-colored 
piece about the size of a pigeon's eg^ 
being worth 800 to 1,000 francs. Ten 
years ago it. would have cost 1,600 tc 
1,800 francs. The industry engages 
no machine labor, and the 10,000 wo- 
men employed in Leghorn a short time 
ago are now only half at work. 
Coral 
finds little demand in Europe, its chiel 
sale appearing to be among barbarous 
and semi-civilized people.—Arkansau 
Traveler.
